Once 
planted they may be left undisturbed for several years and only need to be 
lifted and divided when the bulbs become crowded. Plant the bulbs about 
six inches deep as early in the fall as you can. Any good garden soil is 
satisfactory. Plenty of moisture until the bulbs are ripe, then a dry rest 
KING ALFRED period 1s what they like best.

HINTS ON GROWING DAFFODILS 


Like all other bulbs, narcissi-daffodils repay us for giving 
them the proper care by producing more and better flowers. 
Start with good bulbs; this almost guarantees flowers for the 
first year. See that the soil is well prepared. This means deep 
digging and plenty of plant food, especially phosphates and 
potash. Early planting is advisable. September is the best 
month for most parts of the country. Cover the tops of the 
bulbs about 4 inches, and in cold climates mulch well after 
the ground has frozen. It is a mistake to leave the bulbs too 
many years without resetting them. They become crowded and 
fail to bloom. About every third year, dig the bulbs when the 
tops have ripened. Store in a cool, airy place and reset in the 
fall. Never move the bulbs before or during blooming time 
as it will injure their growth very severely.

Delphinium seeds can be sown practically any time 
of year depending on climatic conditions but it is 
well to sow early enough that the plants are well 
established before winter. We sow the seeds in 
flats in well pulverized soil containing part peat 
moss or leaf mold and place in cool dark surround- 
ings until germination takes place. Do not over 
water, just keep moist and the seeds should come

Pansy seed can be started in flats or sown in spe- 


cially provided spot in the garden. We like to pre- 
pare a place in the garden where the soil is very 
well pulverized and fairly humus. This can be ob- 
tained by first deep spading and then working into 
the upper layer leaf mold or decayed compost or 
peat moss. Make sure soil is free of weeds. After 
ground is raked smooth and in the best of friable 
condition water well. Spread sand over top to make 
a smooth even surface. Sow in drills or broadcast 
seeds, barely covering 1/16 of an inch with mix- 
ture of compost and peat moss. Spread a piece of 
burlap over the bed and keep moist with fine spray 
of water—never wet—hbut never let seeds dry out. 
As soon as seeds begin to sprout, about 8-10 days, 
take off burlap and as plants begin to grow sift a 
bit more humus over them and watch moisture 
constantly. Too much or too little is fatal. Plant 


where you want them to grow after they have 


about five or six leaves.
